2. Older fields of invention have

as chemistry and plastics every new 
discovery is a stepping stone to dozens 
of others with no limit in sight in 
the expanding horizon ojf science.

More 
and more inventions result from plan- 
ned attack by large industrial labora- 
tories.

Despite the shift from individual 


to group workers in laboratories, the 
free lance inventor still tops the list 
as a patent recipient. Of the patents 
issued in a year, 42.9 per cent go to 
individuals; 34.5 to t small corporations; 
17.2 per cent to large corporations and 
5.4 per cent to', foreign corporations.
